An election that goes right to the 


core of Appleton's existence taKes 
place next Tuesday, when the ques- 
tion of adopting the managerial form 
of government will be voted on. Stand 
on the street corners or hang around 
the popular gathering places and lis- 
ten for the usual day-in-day-out dis- 
cussion of the political issues, and you 
will listen in vain. You can't tell that 
a vitally 
important 
election is in 


prospect. 


"Is the campaign making any pro- 
gress?" is the question asked. You 
cannot find a citizen who can size up 
the situation and 
give you even 


enough of a tip for a wild bet. Nobody 
knows what is doing, it seems, and 
the common opinion is that it is go- 
ing by default for want of u cham- 
pion. 


Tracing the matter to its source, it 


appears that Dr. J. R. Scott gave the 
campaign a good start by securing 
enough signatures to a recall petition 
to have an election called. Whether 
he left it in other hands- expecting 
that the campaign would be taken 
care of, or whether he changed his 
mind about it has not been deter- 
mined, but he took a winter vacation 
in California just as the movement 
swung forth and began to me notice- 
able. Now nobody sponsors it, and 
nobody seems to want to. Views on 
the subject are plentiful and several 
fraternal and 
social 
organizations 


have had the poor victim on trial and 
given it a thorough airing. To their 
minds, the issue is quite clear and 
they will 'perhaps be able to cast an 
intelligent vote. 


Evidently the commission manager 


system of city government has its 
good points and its bad ones, just as 
is claimed for the aldernianic system. 
•Because of the frequent calls for en- 
lightenment on the law and the na- 
ture of the proposed new government, 
F. V." Keinemann. district attorney, 
"took"the "time, to" sturdy th'e law, quite 
thoroughly and prepared a very com- 
prehensive brief on the subject. 


The law very car.efully defines the 


procedure for inaugurating the man- 
agerial form 
of 
government. Mr. 


Heinemann pointed out, but seems to 
give too much power to the manager 
jiml too little to the council which 
hires him. As soon as the council is 
elected, the old organization'is done 
away with, as he understands the law. 
and until the manager is hired and 
the new minor officers engaged, the 
city is without any governing body 
except the council, Avhose powers are 
held to be purely legislative and not 
executive. If it takes any length of 
time to find the manager who will 
fulfill all the qualifications defined in 
the law. the city is liable to drift for 
the time heing. He'also stated that 
the president of the council has no 
veto power, and that 
there seems 


practically no way to stop the man- 
ager from doing anything he contem- 
plates in the management of the city. 


Any councilman may be recalled. 


Mr. Heinemann further 
remarked, 


but the manager must he given sixty 
days notice in case the council de- 
sires his removal, and remains in of- 
fice until his successor is appointed. 
This, he warned, would mean that if 
a dishonest man were in office." he 
could do considerable damage before 
finally removed. Where the law stip- 
ulates that the action of the-council 
in removing the manager Is final, the 
right of appeal os taken away, a right 
that everj- public officer may demand. 


As the law now reads, it is not an 


easy task to rid the city of this form 
of government, the district attorney 
further averred. It names the pro- 
cedure for the change, but does not 
stipulate how the government of the 
city should be administered until 
another governing 
body 
takes its 


place. He also holds that the choice 
of councilmen stipulated by the peti- 
tions takes away the principle of rep- 
resentative government, in thnt six 
men elected from the city at large 
may all bo chosen from one ward, 
whereas now they arc chosen from six 
wards, and the council contains men 
from all walks of life. 


"I am opposed to anything that 


lakes away the fundamental idea of 
our national and state governments, 
representation of the majority. 
If Ihc 


law could be change*! so that .the 
council would have an opportunity to 
check «p on all the work of the city 
manager. I would fool more like con- 
sidering it." Mr. Heinemann conclud- 
ed. 


Attorney II. II. Benton. who has giv- 
en careful study to the law. has it 
figured out that the powers of ttie 
cily manager are limited to purely ad- 
ministrative functions and that any- 
thing of any moment at all lies with 
She council to pass upon either by en- 
acting; an ordinance or pissing a res- 
olution. The ability of the council to 
discharge a manager who is incom- 
petent, ho states, pretexts the city in 
the matter of misgovernmcnt. A fea- 
ture thai stands ou< 3s Hie fa*-* that the 
administration of tlie city's affairs can 
he expedited to a surprising dec 
through clolhjns the irana'cr with the 
authority lo act for himself. 


"There seems to be a lot of oppo- 
sition to the move." Mr. Benton slated,

Declaring the chief enemy of dem- 
ocracy is no longer arbitrary mon- 
ar-~h:al government "but the cruel 
and relentless domination of a class 
bent upon exploiting all who are not 
of their own kind and group" the 
rlatform urges vigorous measures to 
prevent by education the. spread of 


doctrines of this dangerous and un- 
democratic movement. 
The plank is 


headed, "bolsheyism vs. democracy." 


-With regard tp the high cost of liv- 


ing the platform declares industry is 
hampered and the cost of living ad- 
vanced "as the effect of emergency 
war time legislation." 
It declares 


"espionage over private industry and 
the Toun!ry's business should be at 
once abolished." It adds that "a form 
of control that is bearable in war be- 
comes tyranny in- peace."

Death occurred^at his home here 


where he was taken after a recent 
operation for" pernicious anemia at 
the naval hospital here. . . 


After ai^opel-ation lor blood trans- 


fusion the admiral showed a slight 
change for the'-be'lter and was taken 
to his home-where he appeared to be 
recovering. 
Yesterday i'eary seem- 


ed quite strong, itv"was learned at his 
residence. 
A", relapse was suffered 


during the night. • 


Peary's . wife, son, son-in-law and 


daughter and a niece were at 
his 


home when he died. 


Robert'Edwin,Peary, intrepid arc- 


tic explorer and' discoverer of 
tlie 


north pole, although born in Penn- 
sylvania and for years a resident of 
Washington'he was claimed • as a 
son of Maine. 


The Roosevelt, the ship that car- 


ried the Polar party north through 
the frozen waters lo the pole, was 
built in a Maine shipyard and Peary 
for many years lived during his sum- 
mers on an island in Oasco Bay, near 
Portland, Me. In "fact ho owned sev- 
eral islands in that , neighborhood. 
Many members .of Peary's crow were 
natives of Maine. 


It was in 18SO~l(»at Peary, then 


but :!0 years old, made his .first trip 
north and caughtuho Arctic fever, 
a "malady" ho was never able to 
cure. From that date to September 
1909 was a continuous 
period 
of 


planning and effort.to reach the top 
of the world. 


His initial trip was for the pur- 


rose of making; a reconnoisance of 
the Greenland ice 'cape. 
It was on September 13, 1909"that 


Commander Peary cast 
the 
first 


shadow of susoicion over the claims 
of Dr. Frederick A. Cook, that he 
had discovered- the north pole. 
"I 


have him nailed" 
he 
telegraphed 


Mrs. Pearv who from the first had 
disbelieved Dr. Cook's story of find- 
ing the "pole. 


It was on September G. 1909 that 


Peary's announcement that he had 
"nailed the stars ana" stripes to the 
pole" was received ,in America. That 
was five days after Dr., Co'ok .had 
sent a telegram to'. Denmark declar- 
ing he had found i he., pole. 


Born in Cresson.'.Pa.. May 6, 1856 


Pear'jr ^ofchis/TeiJrT^-edijcation at a 
North Bridget6n,v*Sle..rhcademy am* 
later -.entered Bo_wdom\college from 
which he was graduated,in 1877. He 
entered the United States navy in 
18S1 as a civil engineer.- • 


In 181)3 Peary went north to study 


the habits of a tribe of Esquimos. 
This voyage lasted until 1895. 


The fourth and fifth journeys were 


in reality summer trips to the north- 
land to'enlarge the explorer's/know- 
ledge of. the habits,>and customs of 
the people. 
In 1S9S Peary took his 


sixth trip. 
Pearv's most serious 'attempt to 


reach the pole, with the exception of 
the trip on which he actually reached 
the coveted goal, was on his eighth 
journey, begun in July 1905. It was 
on this journey that he, and his party 
traveling on the Roosevelt encounter- 
ed so manv obstacles and suffered 
such privations.' 
Peary reached "farthest north" on 


April .21. 1906. just three years to 
a day before the day Dr. Cook as- 
cribed as his date of alleged discov- 
ery of the pole. 
Peary's readings 


showed he was then at a latitude of 
87 degrees and "17 minutes. Forced 
to leave most of his supplies behind 
to lighten the load ,on the dogsleds, 
Peary realized that if he attained 
his ambition and dashed for the pole, 
ho and every man and dog in the 
party would die of starvation and ex- 
posuVe on the way back. 
The final dash for the pole that at 
last proved successful was started on 
July 6. 190S. His date of discovery 
was" given as April 6, 1909. 
In recent years Commander Peary 


has lived in Washington. 
He was 


married in 1SSS to Miss Josephine 
Diebitsch of Fryburg. Me. She ac- 
companied him on several earlier arc- 
tic expeditions and it was in Green- 
land in 1893 that Marie, their eldest 
child, was born.

Washington—Senators are watch-

the treaty is slated to be the central 
issue of the national campaign. The 
action of New York republicans is 
important because of the attention it 
will attract and the example it will 
set to the republicans of other states, 
senators said. 


If the convention adopts a plank 


along the lines suggested .by former 
Senator Root in his speech, ratifica- 
tion with the Lodge* reservations, 
that action is very likely to blaze the 
trail for the republican national con- 
vention in Chicago in June in the 
opinion of many senators. 


The treaty may come up in 
the 


senate again today if the pending de- 
ficiency appropriation bill is dispos- 
ed of. Otherwise it must wait until 
Senator Lodge gets ready to bring it 
up.

of Profiteering in sugar was to be laid 
today before representatives of tho 
forr" million farmers assembled here 
to plan 3 fight against rising prices, 
according to C. G". Patterson of Salt 
Lake City, 
president of the beet 
growers' association, who prepared 
:hc evidence. 
"Farmers receive ?12 for one ton 


of sugar beets." said Patterson. "One 
ton of 
beets produces' about r.OO 
pounds of sugar which now brings 
the retail dealer about $51. Who gets 
the surplus $39." 


After leaving the farmer the beets 
go to the refiner who takes a profit 
d passes the sugar along to the 
wholesaler and the retail dealer. 
"The refiner gets many by-products 
which sell 
for enough to pay the 
cost of refining," said Patterson. 
Patterson's complaint was lo be 
laid before a committee of the farm- 
ers representatives who were called 
here in special meeting by the nation- 
al board of'farm organizations, to dis- 
cuss means of reducing living costs.

"Kimberly-Clark Paper company on Wednesday voted to adopt the mill 
cduncil plan proposed by the company and approved at a meeting of work- 
ers' representatives and representatives of the 
management at Neenah 


Wednesday, Feb. 11. The council is modeled after the plan which is giving v 
excellent satisfaction in the 19 plants of the International Harvester com- 
pany. 
Its aim is to establish relations between employes and the man- 


agement upon a definite and durable basis of understanding and confidence 
and the mutual consideration of all questions of policy relating to working 
conditions, health, housing, safety, hours of labor, wages, recreation, edu- 
cation and all other similar matters of mutual interest. 
Separate councils will be formed in 


every mill with an equal number of.' 
representatives of the workers and of 
Jie management. -No superintendent, 
.'oreman or any other person with the • 
privilege of hiring or discharging men 
vvill be eligible So vote or to election 
.o the council as a representative of 
the workers. 


Nominations 
for election 
as em- 


ployes' representatives will be held 
m all the mills next Saturday. Elec- 
tions to the council' will be held noxt 
week, probably on Wednesday. All 
elections and nominations shall be by 
secret ballot and two persons shall be 
nominated for each position in each 
mill.

The plan provides 
that the milt 


councils shall be concerned soley with 
shapin- the policies of the company 
relating'to the matters o'f mutual'in- 
terest enumerated above and the exe- 
cution of those policies shall remain 
>vith the company. The councils, how- 
ever, may consider the manner of exe- 
cution if they desire. Members of ;he 
council will be paid by the company 
for all time actually and necessarily 
spent in transaction of council busi- 
ness. Even hotel bills and transpor- 
tation of representc/ivcs when attend- 
ing meetings '"of the' general council 
will be borne by the company, 'unless 
employes elect to pay their own bills'.. 


The plan, also provides that in case 


the council fails to agree the matter 
shall be referred to the president, ot 
the Kimberly-Clark company who may 
confer .with-the mill council or its s'ub.- 
committecs and propose a pettleme'nt of 
the controversy or'he may refer the 
matter directly to the general council. 
If the piesident's solution is"not satis- 
factory to the mill council it may also 
he referred to the general- council.

porations in the United States and in 
every instance has resulted in closer 
and more amiable relations between 
employers • and - employes. 
The Kim- 


berly-Clark company is one of the first 
paper companies, if not the very first. 
in *hc United States to adopt the plan. 
Both employees and the management 
are confident that it will be a success 
and result in better understanding of 
each other. The plan may be aban- 
doned at any time after-six months no- 
tice by a majority vote of the employes 
or 'by the board of directors of the 
company. 
Councils will be formed in the var- 


ious cities or mills in proportion to 
the number of employes in each.

GOOD ROADS AND MORE OF THEM. 
One of the most important mailers to 


come before the meeting of the county 
board next Tuesday will be consideration 
of an appropriation to cover road work 
to be done in Outagamie county during 
the approaching season. The amount to 
be asked for is $250,000. This is required 
to complete work already commenced 
and contemplated and necessary to se- 
cure appropriations from the state. It is 
understood that $5(1000 of this amount 
will be covered in the form of a bond 


t issue. 


There can be no question about the wis- 


dom of continuing Outagamie county's 
policy of permanent highway improve- 
ment. We have already" attained a lead- 
ing place among the good roads counties 
of \Visconsin, and it is incumbent upon 
lis to preserve this position and to pro- 
vc<»d with the enlargement of this policy. 
Tii'1 :*reat benefits which have resulted 
Jrom permanent highway construction 
arc so apparent as to leave no doubt as to 
the soundness and wisdom of the pro- 
gram. 


In our judgment the only question to 


be determined this year is what amount 
'of construction should be authorized 
'after giving due • consideration to the 
scarcity of building materials and their 
bigh cost. Of course the answer to tbis 
'depends largely upon the type of roads to 
be built. The allotment of cement for 
Wisconsin is so restricted that unless it 
is augmented in some manner it will limit 
each county to a comparatively small 
supply of this material. This situation 
and the excessive prices which now pre- 
vail have brought about, or rather en- 
forced, retrenchment of building ' pro- 
'grams in most counties for the season of 
^1920. We believe, however, that the sum 
''of $250,000 can be expended in Outa- 
".gainie county this year for road work to' 
!good advantage. We think it may be 
taken for granted that the county board 
js favorable to highway improvement as 


• a permanent 
and 
continuing policy. 


Whatever it decides with reference to this 
year's activity will undoubtedly be based 
"upon the needs of the county on the one 
hand, and the building situation on the 
other. 
_ As a general proposition the Post- 
Crescent believes that road building is 
'handled most satisfactorily to the tax- 
payers and to the interests of the county 
•through the issuance of bonds. The ten- 
.dency everywhere is to provide for this 
kind of public improvement through 
•large bond issues, available in such sums 
.annually as will permit the systematic 
;and related construction of permanent 
roads, the bonds to be retired over a long 
period of years, and having proper re- 
gard for the value of the investment in 
the future and the taxation liability that 
ought to attach during this period. We 
believe that the greatest single factor 
.which will contribute to the prosperity 
and progress of Outagamie county and its 
people will be the perfection of an elab- 
orate system of permanent highways, to- 
ward which it has already made an 
auspicious beginning. Our greatest rural 
need, and not our least municipal need, 
is good roads and more of them. 


WOMEN AND THE TREATY. 


Tho L- :j£uc of Women Voters held a 


nation.•! convention this week in Chicago. 
Significance attaches to the fact that this 
organization adopted u resolution in- 
dorsing the league of nations covenant 
\ -ilhoul reservations. It cannot of course 
]:<• r..jj<5 with r.ny degree of certainly to 
what extent this resolution represents 
Use sentiment of women throughout the 
T'nsk-d Slates. Possibly exception will be 
taken by some to the competency of fem- 
inine opinion to pass upon this important 
question. However this may be, the fact 
remains thai women have been admitted 
in large measure to participation in our 
public and political affairs. This privilege 
carries with H the right of opinion and 
activity in matters of national and inter- 
national policy. Our own belief is thai 
women who intcicst themselves suffi- 
ciently in a question like Ihal involve*] in 
Ihc league of nations arc quite as qual- 
ified to pass judgment upon it as are the 
men. Ccrlainly Ihc consequences arising 


peace apply to them equally witii tnc 
men. 


The significance of the resolution 


adopted at Chicago lies in the fact that 
it indicates a willingness -of the country 
to accept the league of nations on prac- 
tically any basis. While this representa- 
tive body of suffragists has indorsed the 
league without reservations, it is reason- 
able to suppose that it would approve rat- 
ification of the covenant with any reason- 
able reservations. The important thing 
is that it is for the league, believing that 
it will serve the purposes for which it is 
created and that the United States is 
inorally obligated to accept membership 
in it. Moreover, it expresses by inference . 
a conclusion'that this nation can enter the- 
league and discharge its responsibilities 
without jeopardizing American interests. 


All of which is additional evidence that 


the country expects the senate to ratify 
the peace treaty and league of nations 
covenant and not drag them into a polit- 
ical campaign. Present indications are 
that the senate is again wavering. Efforts 
of the leaders supporting extreme and 
moderate reservations to reach a com- 
promise appear to be farther apart than 
ever. Mr. Lodge is ill and no one can 
speak with authority in his absence. Mr. 
Hitchcock is disposed to believe that the 
treaty is doomed to injection in the presi- 
dential election. It is to be hoped that he 
is wrong and that the widespread dissat- 
isfaction existing throughout the country 
over the failure, of the senate to act will 
yet constitute enough pressure to bring 
the opposing forces together. We should 
have ratification of the treaty in some 
form before adjournment. If we do not 
there will be general public disappoint- 
ment and dissatisfaction, and responsi- 
bility for inaction will be assessed by the 
people with discriminating understand- 
ing. 


THE SHIP CONTROVERSY. 


The controversy over the proposal to 


sell the former German passenger liners 
has reached the courts through the grant- 
ing of a temporary injunction which pre- 
vents consummation of the deals now 
pending for their, disposal. Mr. Hearst is 
principally back of this move. That he 
is animated largely by his extreme hatred 
of Great Britain^is shown by his attempts 
to establish an understanding between' 
the governments of the United States-and 
England for the sale of the ships to.Brit-, 
ish interests. That there "is no basis for 
such a charge goes/without saying. It 
does not even require a denial by the 
president or by the shipping board. Our 
government is neither so vulnerable nor 
so vicious as to be a party to such a trans- 
action. 


The question with reference to the 


' ships is one of policy. Is it desirable to 
sell the vessels to private interests at a 
price much below their real value, or 
would it be better for the government to 
retain and operate them? We think it will 
be agreed that the ships should not be 
sacrificed at too great a loss. We are of 
the opinion of Raymond B. Stevens of the 
shipping board .that if we cannot secure 
a fair value for them they should be held ' 
until they can either be sold at their real 
value or until congress authorizes their 
sale or operation for the express purpose 
of aiding the American merchant marine. 
One thing is certain, this splendid fleet 
should not be permitted to go into for- 
eign ownership or control. Higher bids 
by foreign interests should not persuade 
us to part with the ships. They should 
be held for exclusively American inter- 
ests, whether federal or privalc.% 


If the United Slates docs not build up a 


powerful merchant marine as a result of 
the favorable position it has been placed 
in by the war both with reference, to 
ships and trade opportunities, it never 
will do so. This is the time to strike and 
strike vigorously for commercial power 
on the high seas. Everything is in our 
favor, in order to carry out this policy 
successfully we must operate our mer- 
chant marine through favored private 
ownership, or we must resort to govern- 
ment ownership under conditions which 
probably would make-little difference so 
far as finances, tariffs and taxes are con- 
cerned. If the vessels go to private inter- 
ests they must go at a* loss, and we must 
have laws which will protect them 
against foreign competition. If they arc 
operated by the government we can ex- 
pect no returns on the basis of their real 
worth, and in all probability they will 
turn out to be a liability so far as up- 
keep and maintenance go. 


Public opinion will support one course 


or the other. Those normally inclined to 
government ownership will naturally fa- 
vor this plan, and vice versa. Whichever 
plan may prevail, there can be no doubt 
that the people desire the ships to remain 
under American control.

curely covered with one-fourth inch corrugated 
asbertos. The bend at tho bottom of the verti- 
cal pipe shall be'kept at least two inches from 
any woodwork. Where a hot air pipe is placed 
in "a four inch partition, metal lath over the pipe 
is recommended.

When there is a shortage of akni 


oil (sebum) tho bkin is hard and 
rough, and the shaver frequently cuts 
himself trying to hack off his "wiry" 
beard. After a shave he feels sore. 
The poor fellow is tempted to launch 
upon a veritable orgy of shopping for 
shaving soap, fancy razors and sooth- 
ing skin lotions. And all he needs 
really is a little more skin oil. 
' 


Sometimes this shortage of skin oil 


is .duo to the man's skin's advancing 
age. Owing to prolonged abuse of the 
skin it rnayi become senile consider- 
ably in" advance of tho rest of the 
body. Women who have made the 
mistake of purchasing complexions 
at the drug store realize the truth of 
this statement all too early. 


It is an amazingly common prac- 


tice for barbers to urge upon cus- 
tomers various highly alcoholic lo- 
tions after shaving, such as bay rum. 
witch hazel, various scented toilet 
waters. The alcoholic lotion destroys 
or removes considerable skin oil, if 
the lather has left any in the skin. 
Tho effect on the skin is disastrous, 
ruinous if the habit is kept up regu- 
larly. 
. 
The more oil there is in a-soap, es- 


pecially a soap used for shaving, the 
better for the face and the easier the 
shaving will be. For this reason some 
soaps which are super-fatted and in- 
tended merely as toilet 
soaps, are 


preferable to 
others, 
at least for 


adults. Youths may find drying soaps 
appropriate for their excessively oily 
skins. 
A few drops of some neutral or 


bland oil should be used on the face 
after shaving, and before shaving to 
render the beard softer, and preserve 
the razor's edge. Any oil will do— 
cocoa butter, olive oil, sweet almond 
oil (sweet oil), liquid petrolatum or 
soft petrolatum (vaseline), or freshly 
made cream (made up by the drug- 
gist on order).

oval shaped heads of cabbage which 
are sound, hard, compactlv formed, 
neatly trimmed and are neither seed- 
ers, split nor withered. 
They are 


to be practically free from damage 
caused by disease, worms, mechanic- 
al or other means. At the time of 
loadinjr th<» lot 
should be free of 


heads showing soft butts or other vis- 
ible indications of the slimy soft rots. 


Not •' to exceed 
five per cent by 


weight of any lot shall consist of 
heads weighing less- than one and 
oiie-hiilf pounds eaoh, and not to ex- 
•'•eed ten per cent by weight of any 
lot shall consist of heads over ten 
inches in ereatest diameter, exceut 
that when large No. 1 is specificially 
stated there shall be no maximum 
limit as regards sizo of head. 


In order to allow for variations in- 


cident to commercial handling, not 
to exceed five per cent by woisht of 
any lot mav be below the foregoing 
requirements. 


Grade No. 2 consists of cabbage 


which in any lot may not meet the 
reouirements of Grade Xo. 1. but 
which at time of loading is practically 
free from damage caused by de^ay or 
other injuries of 
k defects rendering 


the cabbage unsuitable for human 
consumption. 


Neatly trimmed means that the 


butt stubs are cut within one-half 
inch of the head and not more than 
three loose wranper leaves are left 
surrounding the head, and even these 
should be removed if shredded by 
worms or discolored by any means. 


Practically 
free 
from 
damage 


means that the appearance shall not 
be iniured to an extent readily ap- 
parent upon casual examination, and 
that any damage from the causes 
mentioned is 'Confined to the outer 
leaves and may be-removed by trim- 
ming not more than three leaves.

is 
believed that it 


really represents but a fraction of 
the cases whish actually occurred. It 
is now known that many cases in 
rural districts were not reported be- 
cause the local health officers were 
themselves suffering from the pre- 
vailing malady. 
During the previous influenza epi- 


demic it was noticed that the com- 
municable diseases ordinarily encoun- 
tered during the winter months were 
apparently reduced in number. 
This 


condition has maintained to some ex- 
tent during the present epidemic. It 
is believed, however, that in the gen- 
eral -confusion accompanying an in- 
fluenza epidemic many of the other 
communicable diseases were unrec- 
ognized or at least net reported. 


According to the weekly summary 


the most prevalent affections other 
than influenza were measles, small- 
pox, 
scarlet 
fever 
and whooping 


cough. 
These diseases are preemi- 


nently examples of contact infection, 
in which care should be taken to pre- 
vent the sick from coming in contact 
with the well. 
Physicians and local health officers 


can do much towards preventing the 
spread of these and other communi-
